Amputation of a L.ad>'» Foot. 


A very serious accident occurred 


at Robert Paries' check rower works 
last evening, which leaves Mrs. W. 
£. Surface a cripple for life. In 
company with a yonn^r lady friend 
friend from Urbane, who was visit- 
ing her, Mrs. Surface went to the 
factory where her husband is em- 
ployed, at about dnsk. Before start- 
ing home, she. the young lady ac- 
company ing her and a yonng man 


- got on the elevator platform to go 


frOm the lower floor to one ten feet 
above. Mrs. Surface held a little 
child. Jnst as they reached the floor 
desired, the rope broke, and under 
the combined weight of the party,the 
platform descended at terrific speed. 
No one was injured but Mrs. Sur- 
face. ' Her right foot was caught un- 
der the platform and terribly crush- 
ed. The ankle joint was literally 
ground to pieces small pieces of bone 
forcing through the flesh. Mr. Sur- 
face, with tbe aid of friends, assisted 
his wife to their home 8t the corner 
of East Herkimer and North Clayton 
streets. 
Several physicians were 


soon called and it was decided that 
the foot would have to be amputated 
immediately above the ankle joint. 
The painful operation was performed 
by Dr. W. J. Chenowath. Dr. E. W. 
Moore and Dr. A. D. Bridgeman. 
They finished about seven o'clock 
and left their patient resting as com- 
fortably as could be expected under 
the circumstances, 


Mrs. Surface ia a young woman 


and has only been married a little 
more than it year. She has but one 
child. Her many friends will sin- 
cerely regret the unfortunate acoi- 
dent and more than all that the vic- 
tim must sjffer the loss of a foot. 
Just before the accident occurred five 
hundred pounds of check rower wire 
were hoisted on the elevator and it 
was all right. 


Coal In niinoin. 


Col. Jokn S. Lord,secretary of th< 


state bureau of labor statistics, hai 


• just completed and issued a supple 


mentary report of the fourth statist! 
cftl coal mining industry. It is inex 
hanstible, and contains many valna 
ble facts of more than ordinary in 
terest. There are forty-nine coun 
tieu in the state producing coal from 
mines and openings of all kinds to 
the number of seven hundred anc 
eighty-six. These are workc-d by 25,- 
146 employes, and in the year ending 
July 1, 1885, produced 9,791.874 tons 
of coal at an aggregate value of §11,- 
456,493 at the mines. 
Thirty-nine 


men were killed and one hundred 
and seventy-six injured s6 as to loose 
time. The noticeable feature is the 
fact that 128 out of the 215 accident 
64 percent of them, was occasioned 
by the falling of overhaogiug coal or 
rock, or the so-called roof of the coal 
Accidents of this class are more fre- 
quent and fatal than uny otber in 
this fielJ and elsewhere, and they 
arise from a lack of correct judg- 
ment on tbe part of a miner as to 
when a roof is safe and when it is 
not. 
An unusual mortality is ob- 


served, however, from falling down 
shafts, there being seven of these 
tragic occurrences reported for the 
year, the details of which will occur 
in their place in the inspectors' re 
port. In addition to these, three 
have been killed by timbering, two 
by cages, two by pit cars, two by gas. 
one by boiler explosion, and by pow- 
der blast.
